The Postmaster General has auth- 
orized the carrying of philatleic mail 
by the first international flight of a 
Canadian Jetliner. The flight will de- 
part from Toronto, Ont., on the 18th 
of April and terminate at the Idle- 
wyld Airport, New York. A cachet 
will be applied to covers carried on 
this first official flight. 

Besides necessary airmail postage 
there is a 10-cent cover charge. Cov- 
ers are to be mailed to the Postmast- 
er at Toronto before April 16th. No 
round trip covers will be available. 
The New York backstamp will appear 
on these covers. 


OIL STAMP F.D's. SCARCE 

One thing we liked about the new 
50-cent Oil stamp—it excused us of 
having to acknowledge a lot of First 
Day covers of it. They were con- 
spicuous by their absence, as far as 
we were concerned. At 50, 60c a 
throw a good many would skip them.

On the other hand the 
P.O.D. may have taken in as much 
cash on what were sent as for some 
of the 4c commemoratives. Certain- 
ly they could take in as much and 
only handle about one tenth as many 
covers.

For a 
long time they were too frugal in 
this respect and a monotonous con- 
tinuance of the same stamps pre- 
vailed for long periods. Only in the 
last decade or so have they offered 
variety in more frequent issues.

49 P.S. I reported this two line over- 
print *PATRIOTIC FUND" in small 
sans serif caps, on a block of four of 
#104 1e green. I neglected to point 
out that the overprint was diagonal 
and reading up, and that the first 
line was in letters 112 mm. high, 
while *Fund" was in letters 2 mm. 
high. 

Since reporting the block, I have 
also seen the same overprint on #123 
and #124, coil pairs, perf. 8 hori- 
zontally. 

Its odd that no one has yet turned 
up a used copy. Perhaps their use 
was prohibited by the P.O. The over- 
print is applied so nearly exact that 
it gives one the impression that some 
mechanical means was employed to 
do the printing. However, the over 
print does appear to be from a rub- 
ber, stamp.

These 25e orange thrift stamps of 
1918, were intended to be stuck in a 
folder until the holder had 16 spaces 
filled in. The booklet could then be 
turned in for a $5.00 War Savings

paid $5.00 on January 1, 1924, repre- 
senting a $1.00 return on a $4.00 in- 
vestment in five years. 

Just came across a folder with six 
of the 25c thrift stamps mounted in 
it. A nice item as the stamp is rarely 
seen in dealers’ stocks. Still lookin’ 
for the $5.00 one, however!

AN ODDITY OF No. 252 


Mr. Geo. S. Wegg has an unusual, 
modern Canadian item. About two 
years ago he found a pane of 120 
Canada, 4252, in a local collection. 
Apparently two rows of stamps had 
been folded under before the sheet 
was cut into four panes. The result 
was that the guillotine had made the 
separation after row 12, instead of 
between rows 10 and 11, as normal- 
ly. The pane has now been broken 
up and there are five known gutter 
blocks of eight, of this oddity with 
a wide gutter of selvedge running 
down the centre of each block. The 
original was purchased at "Toronto 
Post Office. And it may be that a 
second pane of 120 was cut from the 
lower half of the sheet and sent out 
through another Post Office. How- 
ever, this is only guesswork and no 
such find has ever been reported.

I am convinced the 1930 issue will 
come into its own some day soon. 
Many collectors who started with the 
War Issue and then went back to 
Royal Visits and 1937 issue will 
come eventually to this fascinating 
set. Just try completing a set of the 
ten cent library stamp, for instance. 
And while we're discussing his issue, 
what happened to all the plate two 
and three of the ten cent Cartier? 
Can anyone help me with that one? 

There was quite a flurry over plate 


51 of the four cent War, which was 


reported published. Everyone sighed 
with relief when the word came 
through—“Made, but not used, and 
now destroyed.” Surely we can re- 
lax now, as far as War Issue is 
concerned. 

I am in receipt of a very courteous 
letter from Mr. Carpenter in answer 
to my question as to whether in- 
formation on numbers of stamps 
printed from various plates could 
not be made available to collectors. 
My reason for asking the question 
was my belief that each plate num- 
ber is, to the plate block collector, 
a separate and distinct stamp, and 
just as the Department publishes 
numbers of stamps printed, it might 
consider publishing numbers printed 
from each plate. He writes as fol- 
lows. | 

*Your suggestion that the Depart- 
ment publish the quantities of post- 
age stamps printed from each plate 
is an interesting one. However I can- 
not say at this time whether it can be 
adopted. No record of this informa- 
tion has been kept in the past and 
to do so would require a considerable 
amount of labour on the part of the 
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Department. This is the first sug- 
getion of this nature we have re- 
ceived. Before any action is taken to 
secure this information I believe 
steps should be taken to determine 
the amount of interest his informa- 
ion would be to collectors.” 

I hope anyone interested will drop 
a line to Mr, Carpenter. At the same 
time it might be advisable to sug- 
gest another service for plate block 
colleetors is a list of plate numbers 
and positions available Trom the De- 
partment. 

On closing, I should like to men- 
tion a recent example of the grow- 
ing interest in plate blocks. This was 
Mr. W. M. Gladdish's column in the 
Ottawa Citizen of March 4. He says 
In part, “We have been asked if block 
collecting. might prove to be a pass- 
ing fancy. We do not think so be- 
cause this form of the hobby forms 
a direct link with specialization.” 
Mr. Gladdish's columns are always 
Jer aud and this one particular- 
y SO.

The only rea- 
son we haven't sent more of these 
back in the past is that the time lost 
in the necessary covering letter and 
mailing required is worth more than 
the amount involved—but it looks as 
if we will have to begin doing so with 
all of them if the practice continues.

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POPULATION OF CANADA 
PLACED AT 13,728,000 


More than $8,000,000 new citizens 
in 50 years—that's Canada's popula- 
tion record as she completes the first 
half of the twentieth century. 

The Bureau of Statistics, in a 
Special estimate, yesterday reported 
that Canada started 1950 with a pop- 
ulation of 13,728,000, a boost of 8,- 
397,000 over the 5,371,000 reported at 
the start of the century. 

The bureau, however, doesn't ex- 
pect the increase will be repeated in 
the next half-century. In an earlier 
report, it estimated that the popula- 
tion would reach 15,000,000 by 1990 
and then decline slowly. Population 
expansion in the last six months of 
1949 was estimated at 149,000, which, 
if it continues, will mean that Can- 
ada will top 14,000,000 by the end of 
1950. 

However, a big part of the 1949 
increase represented heavy immigra- 
tion from Europe which now appears 
to be slowing down.
